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Vote “No” to the tax increase promoted by VTA

This November voters of Santa 
Clara County are again being asked 
by the Valley Transportation Au- 
thority (VTA) to approve a sales 
tax in order to “bring BART” (Bay 
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sales tax. 

It is estimated that the 1/8 cent 
tax increase will annually generate 
$42 million or, over 30 years $2 
billion for operational and mainte- 
nance costs. The estimated annual 
cost of operating the extension from 
Fremont to San Jose is $50 million. 
To this writers knowledge there is 
no information how this $8 million 
annual shortfall will be met. Such 
estimates are almost always low. 

In the year 2000, the VTA and 
then Mayor Gonzales and others 
asked that Santa Clara County 
voters raise $1 billion for the con- 
struction and operation of BART 
to San Jose with a 1/2% cent sales 
tax. Among the many promises to 
the voters, one was that current 
transit services such as bus services 
would not eliminated or reduced. 
That tax increase handily won voter 
approval. Construction was to begin 
in 2006. 

What happened? Numerous 
bus routes were eliminated, others 
were reduced, and some projects 
are still on hold. It is now 2008 and 


there is no BART. It is primarily 
because of these unmet promises 
and inaccurate cost estimates that a 
group of valley residents and com- 
munity leaders have come together 
to urge, this November, a “No” 
vote for the added sales tax. There 
are many reasons for their posi- 
tion. One basic reason is that sales 
taxes are a very regressive method 
of raising money for community 
benefit because they impact more 
severely the pocket books of the 
less advantaged. 

A group, “Citizens for Sensible 
Transportation”, has been formed to 
counter the claims of the VTA (Val- 
ley Transportation Authority) and 
the SVLG (Silicon Valley Leader- 
ship Group) and a few others who 
urge a “yes” vote on November 4 for 
the 1/8 cent sales tax increase. This 
1/8 cent sales tax the proponents say 
1s needed to secure federal funds for 
the BART extension. 

The arguments against the tax 
are numerous and doubts remain 
regarding the benefits and cost of 
BART in our future. In the year 
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2000 and again in 2006 there were 
skeptics about the actual cost of 
the extension and their skepticism 
proved to be justified. Now the VTA 
needs more money. The federal 
government has refused to allocate 
funds for the extension of BART 
because, they too, are skeptical of 
the VTA having enough money 
for the operation, maintenance 
and even the ridership they predict 
upon bringing BART to San Jose. 
Of note, it is interesting that 
there is confusion as to when this 
newly proposed tax will be collect- 
ed. At times it is stated that the tax if 
approved by the voters, will not be 
collected for at least three years and 
at other times they say that this tax 
will be collected immediately. 
One promise to voters in 2000 
was to build an Eastridge light rail 
extension, upon passage of the 1/2% 
cent sales tax. Now, word in the 
community was that the Eastridge 
extension had been dropped because 
of insufficient funds for both East- 
ridge extension and BART. After a 
long and passionate hour long hear- 
ing and protest at the August 7 VTA 
Board meeting, officials assured 
those present that the Eastridge 
light rail extension was only under- 
going “reconsideration” and that it 
had not been totally dropped from 
consideration. Too many unmet 
promises and unrealistic claims 
have been made but, even so, the 
voters are being asked to dig into 
their already strained pockets to 
build a transit system that is almost 
50 years old and whose purpose 
(reduced traffic and environmen- 
tal benefits) can more effectively, 


efficiently and economically be, 


met with other already available 
alternatives. 

The local Valley Transporta- 
tion Authority (VTA) run light rail 
system has repeatedly been cited 
for its poor performance. Contrary 
to promises to maintain bus service 
for its many public transit dependent 
users there have been major route 
cuts. In addition, bus operators are 
working under great pressure and 
threatening to go on strike. For more 
detailed information log onto the 
Internet at: “No VTA Tax”, “Silicon 
Valley Taxpayers Association” or 
“No BART Tax”.

In Mexico,-a group of intel- 
lectuals began having reunions to 
criticize the regime in 1808; later 
on, they started planning the means 
of achieving the country’s indepen- 
dence. This didn’t happen in Mexico 
City but in Queretaro (150 miles 
from Mexico) -and in some small 
villages such as “Dolores,” located 
in the state of Guanajuato. The par- 
ish priest of this little town was 
doctor Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, 
who was a creole with a notorious 
sagacity and intelligence. He had 
been the director of the prestigious 
San Nicolas de Valladolid school, 
one of the most important of its 
kind. 

When the year 1810 arrived, 
the Illustration was a culminating 
point in this continent. The works 
of Rosseau, Diderot, Danton and 
many other scholars, gained popu- 
larity in Queretaro, San Miguel and 
Dolores, with the mascarade of 
literature dissertations leaders got 
together to plan the liberation. The 
plans of these leaders were pretty 
simple; they wanted to declare in- 
dependence from the motherland in 
some specific issues, especially the 
removal of the Spanish from their 
high positions. 

“The leader and promotor of the 
movement was Miguel Hidalgo, 
who thought of good excuses to 
obtain all kind of arms and had 
spears and military equipment 
manufactured in his ranches. Some 
conspirators began getting scared

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with the strength that was building 
up in these reunions and revealed 
the plans to authorities; and, not 
being aware that he was one of 
them, the Viceroy gave Dominguez 
the “corregidor” position (similar 
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to a Major) instructions to conduct 
an investigation and to have the 
responsible arrested. Dominguez 
was overwhelmed in panic and, to 
avoid being linked to the movement, 
decided to carry out the orders. 
Fortunately, his wife found out soon 
enough and, without her husband’s 
consent, had a messenger deliver 
the news all the way to San Miguel, 
where Allende was informed and 
everyone else had a chance to save 
themselves. 

The quick message worked, Al- 
lende and Aldama went to the small 
town of Dolores, arriving early in 
the morning of September 16th, 
waking the priest up, informing and 
warning him. Hidalgo discussed the 
matter, then showing great deter- 
mination, said: “gentlemen, there 
is no way out other than going out 
and capturing Spaniards.” That way, 
the small village of Dolores was the 
start-point of the liberty movement; 
and September the 16th is consid- 
ered an heroic date that has to be 
commemorated by every Mexican. 
The war took ten years and neither 
Hidalgo, nor Allende, nor Abasolo 
would see the achievement of their
